Council mot Monday night In regu- 
lar session, Mayor Tlionuts M. Itusaell 
presldlnK. and all members preRent. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the regular and special meetings of 
last month, the various city officers 
, reports were read and accepted.

The Treasurer's report shows a bal- 
ance of 148,737.39 In the general fund. 

Mayor Russell reported $23.75 col- 
lected for license during the month. 

Chief of Police. Ort's report shows 
$87.00 as the amount of fines and 
costs paid; $3.00 worked out. 

Fire Chief Newell reported the de- 
partment had answered two alarms 
during the month and that all the ap- 
paratuB was In good shape. 

Hon. Charles D. N'ewell appeared 
before Council in behalf of the Mays- 
vllle Cemetery Company and explain- 
ed that the plat of ground between the 
C. & O. Railroad and the Cemetery 
Company's property belonged to the 
city. It having been acquired some 
fifty years ago for the sum of $700, to 
used aB a potter's field, a pliirc 
r the burial of the city paupers, and 
it It had been sadly neglected, In 
t It had been allowed to grow up 
n a tangle of underbrush, grass and 
weeds, and asked thnt Council take 
some action towards cleaning It up 
and keeping it as nice and sightly ns 
possible, as this neglected place is the 
last resting place of the city's indig- 
ent dead, it should be kept In as good 
condition as it is possible to keep a 
cemetery or burial place and upon 
motion, It was ordered that the Pub- 
lic Buildings Committee take charge 



of it and have It put In proper shape 
and see thnt it Is kept that way. 

The question .of refunding the poll- 
tax of Mr. M. F. Lindsay was refer- 
red to the Propos 1 ' ons and Griev- 
ances committee. 

Main street at the 0. & O. crossing 
In the Sixth Wnrd was reported In bnd 
shape, and It was referred to the In- 
ternal Improvement Committee. 

The, Propositions and Grievances 
Committee made a report on the gar- 
bage disposal question. It recom- 
mended that the city take over tho 
control of the city's garbage, the Coun- 
cil to elect a garbage collector, recom- 
mending that an ordinance be drawn 
up creating the office of Garbage Col- 
lector of the City of Maysvllle. The 
report was referred to the Laws and 
Ordinances Committee. 

The City Assessor was ordered to 
take census of the voters or the city 
for the purpose of taxation. As there 
arc numerous men In this city not 
paying a poll tax. It is thought that a 
census will cause their names to be 
placvcd on the clty'B tax list. 

The Internal Improvement Commit- 
tee was Instructed to to make some 
necessary repairs at Market and 
Front streets, where it has been badly 
washed, making it a hard matter for 
vehicles of any sort to travel. 

Since Mr. E. T. Kirk has gone to 
the expense of making Lower street 
from Second 4o the new C. ft O. Bta- 
tlou a splendid boulevard. It was sug- 
gested that street's name be changed 1 ' 
to Kirk avenue, which was referred 
to the Public Buildings Committee. 

The matter of placing an arch 
acroBB Lower street where It Joins 
Second street was referred to Gas and 
Electricity Committee. 

The Ways and Means Committee re- 
ported that it had taken up the emerg- 
ency bonds and $6,000 worth of school 
bonds, together with a number of In- 
terest coupons. The same commltteo 
waB Instructed to take up as many 
brick street bonds as the funds in 
hand would permit. 

The experts employed to go over 
and straighten out the accounts of the 
brick street fund as best it could re- 
ported they had completed their work. 
The report was referred to the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

The City Attorney was instructed to 
bring suit on all the old brick street 
accounts that were not settled and 
that could be sued on. 

After announcing the surrender of 
Germany and that the war was over, 
Mayor Russell entertained a motion 
to adjourn subject to his call. 



ALLIES TRAPPING 
ARMIES AS HUNSGET 
SURRENDER TERMS 

Gales of Retreat Are Being Tightly 
Closed by Mar-hal Koch-Amerl. 
can Forces on Vital Kront. 

Paris, November 6 — What may 
prove to be tho final battle of the war 
Ib now being waged. It Ib In two sec- 
tions. One is being conducted by Gen- 
erals Gouraud and Liggett on the 
Meuse. This Is the great strategic of- 
fensive which the Hermans have al- 
ways feared and which they sought to 
make Impossible by Btormlng Verdun 
In 1916. The aim or the Franco-Amer- 
ican offensive Is to pinch out the 
whole vast pocket formed by the Ger- 
man lines rrom Holland to Mctz. 

In the north the blow delivered by 
the Rrltlsh armies or Generals Home, 
Byng and Hawlinson and by tho 
French under Goneral Pcbeney, Is a 
threat leveled ut one of the Hanks 
of the German pocket. 

Tho object of this offensive Is to 
bring dangerous wedges either north 
of the Sambre In the direction of Mons 
or south of the river in the direction 
of Avennes and Maubeuge. The result 
may be a compromise retrcut of the 
German armies In Belgium or those 
still between this Olse and the Alsne. 
Germans Preparing to Make l,ast 

, Stand 
With the American Army North- 
west of Verdun, November 5 — German 
forces are strengthening the Meuse 
line north of the American front 

In varlotiB places In front or this 
line, where Germnns have exoected to 
make a last stand In France, tank 
traps are 100 yards long, ten yards 
wide and ten yards deep. They are 
covered with boards hidden by earth 
and sod. 

Eight German divisions (96.000 
men) have been thrown Into the sav- 
age struggle on the Meuse river In 
a rutile effort to stem the advance of 
the American troops. Seventeen Ger- 
man ili visions have been Identified 
since the famous motor truck charge 
ot the Americans, when the German 
retreat threatened to develop Into a 
rout. So last did the American 
storm troops move that carrier pig- 
eons had to be employed to keep up 
communication with the main body.

London, November 6 — British troop* 
In their offensive southeast of Valen- 
ciennes, have captured the fortified 
town of LeQuesnoy, after hnving com- 
pletely surrounded it, Field Marshal 
Haig announces, today The entire 
garrison of more than 1,000 men was 
taken with the citadel. 

In their advances yesterday the 
British captured more than 10,000 
prisoners and 200 guns. 

:i(Mi.(Kl(» Austrian* Takes By Italians 

Washington, November 5— When the 
armistice went into effect yesterday 
the Italians had captured, since the 
offensive began on October 24, a to- 
tal or 300,000 Austrian soldiers and 
approximately 5,000 guns.

Mrs. John J. Kllpp died suddenly at 
her home on East Third street today 
about 10:30 n. m. ot hoart trouble. She 
had been 111 for some time, but wns 
able to be about and perform her re- 
gular household duties, and thl» 
morning about 3 o'clock she complain- 
ed of having a pain in her Bide. Mr. 
Klipp Immediately called a physician, 
who administered to her, but she did 
not get any relief, and at 10 o'clock 
this morning she again complained of 
the terrible onln and JiiBt as Mr. Kllpp 
went to the bed to talk to her she ex- 
plrod. 

Mrs. Kllpp was born In this city on 
June 11, 1851, she being a daughter of 
the late Jerry McNcoley. one of the 
pioneer citlienR or Maysvllle. As 
Mnry Frances McNeeley she was a 
great favorite In this city, always be- 
ing of a sweet, even disposition that 
made her loved by all with whom she 
came In contact. She was married to 
Mr John J. Kllnp on October 16.

Mrs. Kllnp was a consistent mem- 
ber of the First Presbyterian Church 
the greater portion or her life.

OCTOBER MADE II ECO It D FOB 
PLEASANT WEATHER 

October. 1918. was one of the "re- 
cord months" for pleasant weather, 
even though the sunshine was slightly 
deficient, according to the monthly 
Summary of the Weather Bureau. 

Those misguided ones who. thlnkinc 
only of the colder days, have been 
railing at the last month as being "the 
coldest October I've ever known— am! 
it's all on account of the war. my dear 
—the heavy firing, you know," will b>> 
surprised, and possibly * not nt all 
pleased, to lenrn that not since the 
year 1919 has October shown so high 
a moan temperature tor the .month. 

The month was considerably warm- 
er than the average lor October, and 
there were but tew days when the 
temperature was not above normal 

which is in marked contrast with Oc- 
tober or last year, Which was the cold- 
est of record. Only one frost, and that 
light, occurred during the month. The 
total rainfall was practically normal, 
though the number or dayB (10) with 
appreciable rain was unusually large 
for October.

INTERESTING 
LETTER FROM MAN 
FROM MAYSVILLE 

Sergeant Harold Robertson Writes of 
Ills Experience Somewhere 
In France. 

Somewhere In Frauce, Oct. 18, 1918. 
Dear Mother: 

Well after being on the move ever 
since I left Camp Sherman the last 
time and being pretty busy most of 
time, I will try and write a lew lines 
for I know you are beginning to get 
uneasy. Have sure hnd a wonderful 
trip and wouldn't have mlsBed It Tor 
anything. We were seventeen days on 
the boat coming acrosB and bud fine 
weather all the way, wasn't seasick a 
single day and that was sure a sur- 
prise ror I didn't reel very well when 
got on, had had a cold lor a couple 
or weeks but felt fine when I landed In 
England. We didn't linger long In 
England: went across to France In a 
few days and then for a nice three 
day trip In French trucks, which are 
about the size of a good big wagon 
and have to accommodate forty men, 
but enjoyed the trip through France 
ry much. This is a vory good, place 
where we are just now nnd hope we 
can make this our bung out for a 
while any way but can't bunk on any- 
thing over here for moving is the 
easiest thing you do over here. The 
way things looks now it can't be very- 
long before we all get n chance for 
another trip on the boat and think ev- 
erybody will be glad to get back to the 
good old I' S. A., I know here Is one 
that will. I haven't had a single lot- 
ter rrom home since I left Camp Sher- 
man nnd hope our mall gets straight- 
ened out pretty soon for I am very 
anxious to here from you. Now I 
lon't want you to be in the least 
alarmed if you don't hear from me as 
often as you did in the states but re- 
member that it is very had to get let- 
ters away regular over here nnd just 
haven't time to write as much as be- 
fore. Hope you stay as well all win- 
ter ns you were since I saw you lust. 
Well write me at this address and tell 
me all the news for I sure want to 
hear rrom you all. Has Eva been home 
lately? When you write her give her 
my address and any or my friends that 
you think I would like to hear from 
for I Just can't write everybody as 
well as I would like to. With love to 
all.

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PACK MORE BEANS IF YOI 
CAN GET THEM 



Louisville, November 4 — The Food 
Administration hae been nble to ar- 
range for a sufficient quantity of tin- 
plato to permit the packing of beans. 
Federal Food Administrator Fred M. 
Sackett announced today. Permis- 
sion Is granted to canners of beans 
to pack during the months or Novem- 
ber, December and January a total 
quuntlty not In excess or a normal 
pack for these three months. Canners 
may use up all odd sized tins now on 
hand but additional purchases of tins 
smaller than No. 2 size will not be 
permitted. It is still necessary for all 
shippers selling beanB to canners to 
secure permits before making sales. 
Canners may not, however, contract 
for more than a three months supply 
or cans or beanB. 



RELIEVED THAT 
THAT GERMANY 
ACCEPTS TERMS 

Teutons Forced to Yield By Oyer- 
whelming Victories of Allies- 
Conditions Agreed On at 
Versa Hies. 



I/ondon, November 5 — In sending 
the news that tho Allies have agreed 
on the armistice conditions for Ger- 
many, the Times' Paris correspondent 
says that the Allied successes on the 
French front leave little doubt of Ger- 
many's acceptance. 



Washington, November 6 — Follow- 
ing the announcement by Secretary 
Uinslng that the Allied and American 
conferees at Versailles had agreed up- 
on the terms of an armistice for Ger- 
many, conjecture has been busy fig- 
uring out the probable conditions un- 
der which the Teptons may obtain a 
cessation of hostilities. The termB 
wore cabled to President Wilson, who 
canceled his trip to New Jersey, 
where he had expected to vote at the 
congressional elecalonB, in order to 
cause no delay whatever in the pro- 
ceedings. It is expected that the Pre- 
sident will be acked to submit the 
terms to Germany through diplomatic 
channels, since the German appeal for 
armistice came to him. 

IIOLSHEVIKE APPEAL TO ALLIES 
FOR PEACE 

Ixmdon. November 5— The Bolshe- 
vik government or Russia has handed 
the neutral ministers a note for trans- 
mission to the Entente nations, asking 
for the opening of peace negotiations 
in order that hostilities between tho 
Allies and the Covlet government may 
be ended, says an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch rrom Copenhagen. 

The note asks the Allies to decide 
upon the time and place for the hold- 
ing of the negotiations.

Washington, D. C— In view of the 
present high nprlces of all grains It Is 
profitable management 3>r every gen- 
eral farmer to provide ndeqimte nnd 
dependable storage for these valuable 
farm products. The Dlvisiona of Ru- 
ral Engineering of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, I'nited States Department 
of Agriculture, has devised an excel- 
lent arrangement for a large granary 
adapted for the general grain farm. 
This storage is 24 by 14 feet in floor 
dimension and Is subdivided into 4 
bins, each of which Is 7 by 9 feet, and 
has a capacity of 450 bushels. Each 
bin Is provided with a door through 
which the grain may be distributed In- 
to the storage, while it also has a 
protected scoop door through Which 
the grain can be delivered. The 4 bins 
front on an alloy way which is 6 by 
14 feet, where tho seed can be fanned 
and cleaned or else treated a gains! 
disease. In case of emergency, where 
the grain crop exceeds the permanent 
storage capacity, this space also may 
be partitioned off and untillzed tor 
storage purposes. The total capacity 
of the permanent bins is 1,800 bush- 
els, while the emergency space also 
available in the central cleaning floor 
increases the total possible storage to 
over 2.100 bushels. 



TOBACCO CACHE BUKOB STARTS 
* HOW TOB KBIOT 

New York — An Importunate crowd 
of dark skinned men who jabbered In 
a strange tongue In front of one of the 
Syrian ahopi In lower Washington 
street recently wns evidence of the 
straits to which smokers of the 8yrlan 
colony have been reduced. 

The crowd gathered In response to 
n rumor that the shop keeper had a 
whole hogshend of Persian tobacco, 
secreted In his shop. It took nil his 
orlontal diplomacy to persuade the 
throng that he possessed only the 
smnll amount which was plain for all 
to see. 

The broad leafed Persian tobacco Is 
used almost exclusively In the nargl- 
lehs, without which no Syrian can at- 
tain contentment. The tobacco which 
is extremely dark, is ground In the 
hands, soaked in water, and placed in 
the bowl of the narglleh. 

A bit of charcoal Is placed on # top 
and kindled the smoker sighs In anti- 
cipation of delight, the water in the 
bottle bubbles, and the cool, blue 
smoke, such as hos wreathed tre som- 
ber fancies of his fathers, encircles 
the smoker's head. 

To the Syrian the margileh Is still 
a potent token of amity. No home in 
Washington street is so poor ns to be 
without one. No guest is unworthy t'o 
bo offered a tasselled tube and amber 
or Ivory mouthpiece. 

But the Syrian host now is torn be- 
tween his Inborn sence of hospitality 
anil his own conifort every time a 
guost darkens his door. For Persian 
tobacco is almost priceless In Wash- 
ington street. Formerly to be had 
for from 40 to 60 cents a pound, the 
wa*r has driven It up to $3 a pound, 
and, worse yet, has set an absolute 
limit on the. number of pounds In New 
York. 

Little, If any, of the cherished stuff 
Is now Imported. Many shops have no 
more In stock. A rumor of the exist- 
ence 'of a whole hogshead of It Is 
enough to set all Washington street 
by the ears. Nargilehs, too, are no 
longer Imported, and those made In 
this country, by no means so satisfac- 
tory to the Syrian smoker, have In- 
■reased In price from $4 to $10.

MAIMER IIKIIIMI SOLDIERS 

TAUGHT DIAMOND CUTTING 

New York— England Is planning im- 
mediately to solve after-the-war In- 
dustrial problems. The government 
recently established a school where 
crippled soldiers are taught the trade 
of diamond cutting. More than 1,000 
disabled veteranw-of the war are now 
In the school, the buildings or which, 
When completed, Will accommodate 
.1,000. / 

Little diamond cutting has eve 
'•eon dont> In England. Amsterdam 
and Antwerp have always been Hie 
•irentest centers of this Industry in 
the world. Tho establishment of Hie 
English school shows that England 
proposes to build up its name Indus- 
tries on new lines. Stirred by Eng- 
land's example, the Associated Amer- 
ican Jewelers have decided to attempt 
to interest the United States Govern- 
ment In a similar school. 

In the English school the soldiers 
•ire given $7 a week while learning 
the tlrst principles of the trade. When 
they have acquired some skill they are 
paid from $10 tn $20 a week. As grad- 
uates the soldiers will be capuble of 
earning line wages. Diamond cutting 
is one of the best paid among the 
trades. 

Having founded a school to turn 
out diamond cutters, England pro- 
poses to establish diamond mills at 
Birmingham to give them employ- 



ment. The government, it is said, 
plans to place In the hands of Eng- 
Ilshmcnjhe work of cutting nnd pol- 
ishing tho entire output of its South 
African diamond mines. The effect 
of this unquestionably will be disas- 
trous to the diamond cutting indus- 
try of Holland. The Dutch diamond 
cutters are awake to the menace of 
the situation. They hnve petitioned 
their government to take immediate 
steps to exploit the diamond mines of 
Dutch Horneo. which, while known 
for centuries, hnve never been prop- 
erly developed. The output of these 
mines. It is believed, would offset, to 
a certain extent, the loss caused by 
the English mills to the diamond trade 
of the Netherlands.

become material for the "Movies"— An 
Interesting phase of a "back to the 
sea" movement of national propor- 
tions. 

In earlier times the yarn or the 
sailor home from soa was the medium 
through which many shore-going- 
folks visualized life on the ocean blue 
It was far more graphic than a writ- 
ten narrative. In consequence Jack 
was always a hero when he told the 
story of his voyages. 

Today, while the sailors' story still 
has Its charm. It has powerful modern 
rivals In Its appeal to the minds and 
hearts of the landsman back home. 

Nowadays It Is not necessary for 
sweetheart or wife to wait for Jack s 
return to learn how his voyage Is go- 
ing. The unseen wnves of the radio 
bring news of the distant ship from 
the sea I nthe twinkling of nn eye. Of- 
ficials authorized to receive sueli tnen- 
sages in war time know from day to 
day just where the shins they are in- 
terested In are steaming, and how 
they faro. . 

Under war conditions (he public, 
perforce, has lacked such Informa- 
tion, but a foretaste of more general 
diffusion of marine news Is provided 
by th lifting of th elisor's ban on pub- 
lication of ship movments In the Paci- 
fic. 

But though for the present the use 
of the mystic whisper of the radio is 
restricted, and Jack, on coming home 
on leave, in corresponding measure 



retain^ his hold on public fancy, with 
his tales of his voyages, In spite of 
this modern babbler of sea secrets, 
there are other respects In which his 
ancient and honorod naratives of lire 
afloat are quite discounted.

chanteys as "Shenandoah," "Pound 
for the Rio Grande" and "Blow the 
Man Down," for the record may have 
them hard and fast before spriim 
flowers bloom agnin.

COMPLETING MILITARY HIGHWAY 
WORK 

Nine miles of concrete road between 
Alexandria, Va., and Camp Hum- 
phreys, Va., soon will be ready for 
use, marking the completion of plan- 
ning and supervisory work done by 
engineers of the Bureau of Public 
Roads of the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture for the military authori- 
ties. The road from Alexandria to 
Camp Humphreys Is the longest mili- 
tary highway outside of cantonments 
that has been planned and supervised 
by engineers of the bureau, although 
the total construction planned and su- 
pervised by these engineers aggregate 
several hundred miles and covers 
practically all the reclgnized types of 
construction, from sand chty to first- 
class bituminous surfaces and con- 
crete mail- Seventeen highway en- 
gineers and one superintendent of 
construction were detailed to military 
work by the bureau in July, 1V17, the 
period of their assignments varying 
from 3 to 16 months.

WILL CARE FOR INFLUENZA 
VICTIMS IN THIS STATE 

State Social Workers I'repnrc For Af- 
termath of Epidemic— Hundreds 
In Need of Aid. 



A meeting of social workers of the 
State, called Sunday at Louisville for 
the purpose of considering the after- 
math care In the counties seriously 
stricken by Influenza, declared unani- 
mously In favor of delegating the care 
to the social agencies in the respective 
counties, Iln co-operation with the 
Red Cross, the onus to be on the latter 
to see that proper care is given. 

A committee was appointed to go 
a lead with the collection of informa- 
tion regarding conditions and facili- 
ties available for carrying out relief 
vi ork through such means as the Red 
Cross Influenza Committee State 
Council of National Defense, Assoclt- 
e 1 Charities and other organizations 
T "ie Conference of Social Workers 
\ 111 aot as a clearing house for the 
a similation and distribution of the 
I. formation obtained by the commit 
toe. 

It Ms estimated that hundreds of 
children will be left fatherless and 
motherless and whole families will he 
a.) weakened that they will need ns- 
v stance for some time to come. In 
r any cases, even when physical 
5 rength returns, there will be 
1 invy burden of debt impossible to 
c rry without outside aid. 

It Is proposed that each county shal 
( re for Its own people wherever pos 
s ble. As this, however, will be I in 
I actlcable In some of the poore: 
, - . e .'inties. provision must be made for 
..the wealthier communities to add 
little more to their quota in order that 
their sister counties shall not suffer. 

The meeting was well attended 
some fifty workers from various coun- 
ties being present. 

Following a call oto order by the 
Chairman, associated director of Civil- 
ian Relief, American Red Ci'obs, Lake 
Division, Cleveland, O., there were a 
number of short addresses giving lo 
cal conditions in the various districts 
from which the attendant social work 
ers came. Conditions in the State nt 
large were discussed by E. W. Hines 
and R. C. Ballard Thruston, as were 
also tb8 various measures taken look- 
ing toward relief of the afflicted com- 
munities. After a short summary of 
the general situation, particularly In 
Eastern Kentucky. Mr. Thruston 
brought forth a sigh of relief from his 
hearers when he Indicated that very 
^shortly four or five units of twenty- 
men each are expected to be detailed 
from Camp Zachary Taylor to go into 
the mountains and give aid where It 
Is Impossible for the women to pene- 
trate. 

Governor Stanley has telegraphed 
the President asking for the desired 
military aid.

Each American soldier Overseas has 

received from his commanding officer 
one Christmas Parcel Label, which he 
will mall home to a person planning 
to send him a Christmas remem- 
brance. Each soldier Is to receive but 
one "Parcel Label," and only one 
package can be sent to each soldier. 
No duplicates can bo issued. 

The party receiving the label from 
the soldier Overseas should present it 
to the Mason County Red Cross Chap- 
ter, Maysvllle, and secure a carton. 
The packages must be In the Post Of- 
fice not later than November 20th. 

In this carton Is to be placed the 
Christmas remembrance or remem- 
brances for the soldier. When the 
enrton Is filled with the articles and 
wrapped, It must not excocd In weight 
three pounds. The sender should take 
this enrton, together with the Over- 
seas label, to the Red Cross Chaptor, 
to be Inspected, wrapped and weighed 
and left with the Chapter, for mailing, 
the sender paying the postage, Parcel 
Post rate, to Hoboken, N. J. 

No carton Is to contain for ship- 
ment Overseas the following: 

(1) Spirituous, vinous, malted, fer- 
mented or other Intoxicating liquors. 

(2) Poison and all articles contain- 
ing poison. 

(3) Explosives of all kinds. 

(4) Inflammable materials, includ- 
ing friction matches. 

(6) Infernal machines and mechan- 
al, chemical or other devices or com- 
positions which may Ignite or explode. 
(Under this classification would come 
cigarette lighters.) 

(6) Liquid or articles not packed In 
accordance with the requirements of 
the postal laws and regulations. 

(7) All articles which may kill or 
in any way hurt, harm or injure an- 
other, or, damage or deface or other- 
wise injure mail or other property. 

Note — Nothing should go In a 
Christmas package which will not 
keep fresh from the time of packing 
until Christmas. No liquids, no soft 
candles, nothing packed in glass will 
be accepted. 

Note. — Any message or note placed 
In the package will be removed by the 
Red Cross Inspection committee. 

We now have the cartons mention- 
ed above ready for delivery. Same 
will be given to holders of labels from 
soldiers, free of charge. 

Red Cross Headquarters, Sutton 
street. Maysvllle. Ky., will be open 
from 1:30 to 3 o'clock, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays for delivery 
of cartons. Please call and get yours 
ns soon as Is possible and remember 
that they must all be packed and rc- 
tnrned to us not later than Novem- 
ber 20th.

sn , Burn All the Wood Possible 
To Save Coal. 

You have doubtless read with much 
relief the announcement of our Fuel 
Director, Dr. Garfield, that there are 
abundant supplies of coal In the coun- 
try and that we need fear no recur- 
rence of the hardships of last winter 
You will however notice thnt ho calls 
upon us all to relax none of our pres- 
ent vlgllanco now that the anxiety for 
our personal comfort Is allayed. War 
requirements call for an over Increas- 
ing supply of Coal and this supply 
can only bo obtained by a continua- 
tion of our sacrifices. 

Coal In huge quantities can be saved 
by the use of wood as fuel. 

Of course this latter Is difficult to 
obtain as the few men left upon the 
farms are wholly occupied with the 
task of feeding those who fight or 
make munitions, but now that the 
corn Is cut and the wheat Is in there 
must be days of comparative leisure. 
There will at least bo days when the 
ground Is too wet to break for future 
crops and on those days wood can be 
cut for fuel. Lot this wood be burned 
in the daylight hours and tho coal bo 
saved to hold the fires at night. 

There are portable saws In almost 
every neighborhood which can well be 
utilized with such cooperation ns ex- 
ists among farmers at threshing time. 
Cooperation will secure fuel for the 
ne«*ds of community buildings, such as 
schools and churches. The wood once 
cut, trust the neighborhood children 
to get It In. 

This Kentucky office has a Btrong 
predilection for evangelization In the 
churches and In the schools. There 
the dlsingenuousness of a movement 
Is not npt to be questioned and the 
gospel there engencred will be kept 
alive In the home. Won't you please 
try and Inaugurate In your county a 
movement to increase our coal sup- 
plies by substituting wood ns fuel, 
asking each community to foster its 
development. Coming down to plain 
facts this substitution means an av- 
erage saving in each precinct of n 
thousand tonB of coal, ten thousand in 
a county and at least a million in the 
state. Kentucky's share and, as ever, 
one of which to be proud. 

With other publications we are 
sending you a pamphlet published last 
summer. Its admonitions, however, 
are still applicable and It contains 
material which will prove valuable in 
acquainting your people with another 
opportunity of aiding In the war. 

It is a direct appeol to the further 
patriotism of the farmers who have 
ever responded to their country's call. 
These will not fall to respond now 
when their attention is cnlled to the 
fact that by a little more sacrifice of 
their labor and time they will most 
materially aid In hastening the suc- 
cessful end of the greatest of strug- 
gles, a struggle for ideals so typically 
American that upholding it becomes 
our burden beyond other Nations. 
Possibly there nre sons from your 
county, "Over There." who will be 
the sooner returned by the "Substitu- 
tion of Wood for Coal." Even the lap 
of n tree has fuel value.

HOME-GROWN THANKSGIVING 
DINNER 

Louisville. November 6 — "Home 
Grown Thanksgiving Dinner" will be 
the watchword among the hotels and 
restaurants of Kentucky, according to 
Lyne Herndon. State chairman of the 
Division of Hotols, Restaurants and 
Public Eating Places. 

'From the beginning of its activities 
the Food Administration has continu- 
ally urged the use of home grown or 
local food supplies as a measure 
of conservation," Mr. Horndon said. 
"The use of such supplies saves 
transportation The greater the de- 
mands upon the railroads and other 
means of transportation for Bpace ne- 
cessary to haul food long distances to 
supply our own people In this country, 
the less can be done to rush suppHeB 
to armies and to the Allies and thus 
speed up the war.

"As a distinct measure of food con 
servatlon, and to demonstrate to the 
public how food may be saved by us- 
ing local supplies, we ask all hotels 
restaurants, clubs and other public 
eating plnces In Kentucky to serve on 
Thanksgiving Day a dinner made ui 
entirety of food produced in Kentucky. 

"The number and variety of its food 
products is one of the boasts of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. In fact, 
they are so numerous that care must 
be used not to serve too many of them.
